day as they did with the American 
Peace Commission last night. No for- 
mal expression of views was required, 
liut 
the mediators suggested hypo- 
thetical steps looking to a settlement 
of the Mexican imbroglio and learned 
the trend of thought of the delegates. 
No Definite Proposals. 
No proposal of a definite character 


lias been made to the Americans, and 
it 
was understood that none were 
contemplated today with the 
Mexi- 
cans. In fact one of the principals of 
the conference expressed the opinion 
that it might be several days before a 
definite and comprehensive plan would" 
'IP submitted for formal consideration 
for either side. 
Minister Naon of Argentine de- 
scribed the informal sessions ' with 
oach side as "talks" or 
"conversa- 


tions'1 indicating that what was being 
done was chiefly for the guidance of 
all parties in shaping the coarse of 
tlip mediation. 
Today's conference between- the 


South American mediators and 
the 
Mexican delegates marked the con- 
clusion in the first step in the attempt 
being made to compose differences be- 
tween the United States and Mexico. 
The conference between the Mexi- 
can 
delegates and mediators lasted 
about an hour. 
At Hs conclusion 


Kmilio Rebasa, chairman of the Mex- 
ican delegates, said: 
"We were merely exchanging ideas 


and getting each other's point of view. 
The informal conference, first with, 
the American and then with the Mex- 
icans, will continue until 
there 
is 
some definite point to lay before the 
joint conference. 
No basis of settle- 
ment was suggested to us today. We 
merely talked over the whole situa- 
tion." 


Villa Arouses Concern. 
There is a feeling on the part of 
the principals of the mediation con- 
ference here that the savage advance 
of the constitutionalist 
army under 
General Villa must have a bearing on 
the settlement of the differences be- 
tween the "United States and the Hu- 
erta party. 
When the South 
Americans with- 
drew HSh«. invitation they had extended 
to General- Carranza to send delegates 
to the Niagara 'Falls 
conference be- 
cause of th« refusal of the constitu- 
tionalist leader to agree to an armis- 
tice to continue during the session, it 
was stated that the conference would 
proceed to a consideration of -ques- 
tions growing out of the Tampico in- 
cident and subsequent causes of irri- 
tation between the Mexican federal 
army 
and 
the 
American military 


forces. 
Official reports coming 
yesterday 
from constitutionalist forces recite the 
visit of Villa and his army in the Sal- 
tillo campaign, T\aving convinced the 
Mexican representatives here that Hn- 
erta's foes cannot be stopped. More- 
over, the execution of a federal gener- 
al and his entire, staff by Villa has 
impressed upon them the fact that the 
leaders of the federal army cannot 
hope for mercy if they fall into the 
hands of the constitutionalists. 
Huerta Won't Resign. 
Much interest was displayed here 
in an explanation circulated today con- 
cerning the erroneous dispatch of yes- 
terday saying Huerta would retire. 
As received the dispatch read: 
"Huerta gave out a statement say- 
ing ho authorized peace delegates/-to 
offer his resignation, if necessary, to 
arrange peace."

statement which disclosed after sev-

London, May 21.—St. James park 
and the ground of Buckingham, pal- 
ace, were crowded with police at an 
early hour, the mobilization of fif- 
te.en hundred men being ordered for 
the purpose of frustrating the attempt 
of militant suffragettes to present a 
petition to King George. • -v. 


Mrs. Emiline Pankhurst, the leader, 
had announced they 
would lead a 
great procession to the royal, palace, 
but they will be arrested by'the pro- 
vision of the "cat and mouse" if they 
put in an appearance 
The police formed 
a ring around 
the palace and grounds, as it was 
stated that they would scale the high 
walls and gardens. • 
All the detectives from police head- 
quarters were on duty and a body of 
one thousand patrolmen was held in 
reserve in case of emergency. 
The police today broke up a large 
column of militant suffragette raiders 
who were marching on Buckingham 
palace for the purpose o£ handing a 
petition to King George. When the 
women reached the top of Constitu- 
tion Hill, leading to tlie palace, the 
police dispersed 
them and 
arrested 
Mrs. Emeline Pankhurst and several 
other leaders. 
The skirmish between the police and 
the suffragettes outside the gates of 
Green; Park was very lively while it 
lasted. 


Mrs.- Pankhurst, surrounded by a 
body guard consisting of several hun- 
dred suffragettes, suddenly appeared 
on__the portico of a residence opposite 
the pTir.k/crossed the road to the gates 
and attempted to inarch down the 
drive to the palace. 


Mounted police then 
barred their 
progress. 
The women, who were 
armed with stakes, attempted to cut 
their way through the lines of police. 
They fought with vigor, using their 
sticks with such force that the police 
charged. 
Several women were injured in the 
struggle. 
The raiders were finally 
driven back, but left Mrs. Pankhurst 
and a number of her followers in the 
clutches of the police, while on the 
ground were considerable articles of 
clothing which had been torn off the 
women in the hand to hand fight. 
The police also suffered during the 
onslaught. 
Ambulance corps were kept busy 
attending to the injured and remov- 
ing on stretchers several who had 
fainted.

Mrs. Pankhurst 
and 
her 
daughter, Miss Sylvia Pankhurst. 


NEW GIANT OF SEAS 


ENDS FIRST VOYAGE 


New Hamburg-American Line Vater- 


land Arrives,in New York—Makes 


Speed'of 23.9 Knots.

New York, May 21.-£-The Vaterland 
of the Hamburg-American Line, the 
most gigantic steamer in service, ar- 
rived in New York harbor early today 
on her maiden voyage from Hamburg. 
Her run yesterday was five hundred 
and ninety-four miles, and her aver- 
age speed an hour was 23.9 
The Vaterland 
was 
launched on 
April 3, 1913. 
She is 
970 feet in 
length, 100 feet beam, and has a ton- 
age of fifty-eight thousand. She car- 
ried one commodore and four captains 
and the total* crew 
two.- hundred and 


of one thousand 
thirty-four 
The 
neW'gtant of the seas received-a joy- 
ous welcome as she passed up the har- 
bor to lier pier in Hoboken, New Jer- 
sey.The giant new liner, Vaterland, 
broke away from the tugs on convoy- 
ing her- to her dock today, and began 
to drift down the Hudson carried by 
the tide, at times siwnging broadside 
across the rvver. 
In the grip of" the strong ebb-tide, 
the' steamer was helpless, and 
was 
carried'down stream toward the bat- 
tery. 


When the Vaterland was headed for 
her pier, more than fifty tugs had her 
in. charge. As her bow neared 
the 
pier the strong ebb-tide caught the 
vessel 
at 
the stern and began to 
swing her around heading straight for 
a wooden pier near by. Shouting for 
orders the big whistles boomed and 
the hawsers on tlie, tug were let go. 
The vessel began to back under her 
own power and was soon out in the 
stream again almost in the pass of 
the Lackawanna ferry boat. The tugs 
began to "maneuver about her a;ain, 
but the liner slowly drifted southward. 


After the vessel had drifted more 
than a mile, they succeeded in getting 
her in tow again as she was headed up 
stream under control.

WILL REORGANIZE 


MISSIONARY BOARD 
AT CHICAGO MEETING 


Eight Hundred Delegates Arrive 
In 


Chicago to Attend Assembly of . 


Presbyterian Church.

Chicago; 111., May 21.— A radical re 
organization of the home missionary 
board 
of .the- Presbyterian General 
Assembly was the chief 
discussion 
among the 800 odd delegates . who ar- 
rived in Chicago today from, all sec- 
tions of the United States and a num- 
ber of foreign countries. In addition 
to the plans for entertaining the cer- 
tified representatives, 
arrangements 
werel also made to provide for the re- 
ception of 700 other visitors expected 
to attend the assembly, ' which is to 
be in session for ten days. 
Insurgents 
in the 
Presbyterian 
church are determined to reorganize 
the home missionary board so that it 
will be o£ more service, according to 
Oliver B. Williamson, in charge oi the 
general arrangements for the assem- 
bly, which is being held at the Fourth 
Presbyterian church, the pastorate of 
Rev. Dr. John Timothy Stone, the re- 
tiring moderator. The claim has been 
made, Williamson states, that the 
home missionary board has 'become so 
centralized, and so institutionalized 
that the churches and home mission 
field has had no voice in the policies 
of the church. It is to correct this 
condition, that the progressive ele- 
ment in the assembly wishes to over;- 
haul that body. 
"For years," 
said Williamson, "a 
certain element 
in the church has 
foreseen that the Presbyterian policy 
of establishing missions on the 'fron- 
tier' in this country is a mistaken 
program. This country has outgrown 
its 
'frontier'. 
The 
opportunity for 
missions in this day and age lies in a 
social service department, not on the 
frontier, geographicallyr" but on the 
firing line socially. Night schools to 
educate 
the 
immigrant, 
organized 
efforts to relieve distress in our local 
neighborhoods, and similar activities 
constitute the cause for which,, the 
progressive members are working. 
"Opposed to this faction, is the con- 
servative element, 'to be found in any 
church or organization, 
who look 
askance at such a forward step and 
are hostile to any more made toward 
allowing the churches and home mis- 
sions a voice in the direction of their 
affairs. 
However, I believe that at 
this assembly, the situation will be 
thoroughly canvassed, 
and the ma- 
jority of the delegates found lined up 
with, those . who liave. agitated a re- 
, 
. 
organization 
board.
